Claims 19-25 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-18 and 26-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention pertains to a strobe generator. 

The subject matter within the claims recites features such as: A multiplexer for 
receiving an input strobe signal along with a first and second strobe signal while only 
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outputting one of the signals received, A first circuit (strobe generator) for generating the 
first and second strobe signals in response to the one outputted signal from the 
multiplexer wherein both the first and second strobe signals are generated so as to be 
separated in time by a programmable delay that is set by delay control data, A control 
circuit receiving an input data and the first multiplexer output signal for supplying the 
selection data to the multiplexer to select which input is outputted and for supplying the 
delay control data to the first circuit to set the delay. 

The prior arts of record teach of strobe generators and control circuits for 
controlling the operation of the strobe generators. The prior arts however fall to teach: A 
feedback within strobe generators, wherein the output(s) produced from the strobe 
generator(s) are supplied to a multiplexer that provides the input to the strobe 
generator(s) by selecting either an initial input or the produced output{s) from the strobe 
generator(s) as the input to the strobe generator. Hence, the prior arts of record fail to 
anticipate or render obvious the claimed invention. Thus, claims 1-18 and 26-28 are 
allowable over the prior arts of record.
